BIRTHS 


There were 86,800 births registered in NSW during 2000, 35% of all births registered 
in Australia. NSW experienced a fertility rate of 1.81 babies per woman compared to the 
national rate of 1.75. Only the Northern Territory had a higher rate at 2.22. Generally, capital 
cities had a lower fertility rate than the balances of the States/Territories. Births, Australia 
2000 (Cat. no. 3301.0) contains detailed statistics and analysis on confinements, live births 
and fertility rates from the 2000 birth registrations.

Measuring Socioeconomic and Language Background of School Students. The ABS 
National Centre for Education and Training Statistics is coordinating a study commissioned 
by the Ministerial Council on Education, Employment, Training and Youth Affairs 
(MCEETYA) to test the feasibility of collecting information about students’ socioeconomic 
status, socioeconomic disadvantage and language background other than English on school 
enrolment forms. The study is being conducted in Victoria and the Northern Territory with 
assistance from education departments in both States. The ABS will gauge feasibility by the 
accuracy of the data collected and the burden of collection on systems, schools and 
parents.

Indigenous Social Survey 


INDIGENOUS SOCIAL SURVEY 


The Pilot Test for the first Indigenous Social Survey (ISS) was conducted between 29 
October and 7 December. A Dress Rehearsal will be conducted in May 2002 with the 
National survey in the field in late 2002. The survey will provide a range of information 
relating to the social, economic and cultural participation of Aboriginal and Torres Strait 


Islander peoples. It will allow the exploration of relationships between issues such as health, 
housing, education and employment. The ISS will also share a number of data items with 
the 2002 General Social Survey (GSS) of all Australians and the 1994 National Aboriginal 
and Torres Strait Islander Survey (NATSIS).
